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H. J. HEINZ COMPANY 


H. J. Heinz Co., is a leading proceaaor and packer of quality 
food producta. Ita extensive line, aold under the widely advertised 
Heinz trademark "57 Varieties," Is marketed directly, and through 
wholesalers and Jobbers, to Independent retail outlets and 
restaurants, organized buying groups, supermarkets, and chain 
store companies. 

Principal products sre soups, baby foods, ketchup and other 
tomato products, baked beans, pickles, vinegar, spaghetti and 
■acaronl, chill con came, Jellies, puddings and mince meat, and 
condiments. Heinz also distributes s few Items produced by others, 
such as 'Magic" dehydrated onions. 

In early 1956, Heinz began marketing soups, stews and certain 
other products through automatic coin operated hot food vending 
machines In Industrial plants. 


SCOPE OF O PERATIONS 

Heinz operates 12 plsnts, 115 vegetable and pickle receiving 
stations, ssltlng houses, and pea vlnera, located In important 
agricultural producing areas throughout the United States and Canada. 

The main plant Is at Pittsburgh, Pa. Other principal units 
are at Chambersburg, Pa.; Bowling Oreen, Ohio; Premont, Ohio; 

Medina, N. Y.; Tracy, Calif.; Watsonville, Calif.; Muscatine, Iowa; 
Holland, Mich.; Winchester, Va.; and Salem, New Jersey. 

The Company's subsidiaries outside the United States engage 
both In manufacturing and sales operations. The Company's Canadian 
subsidiary, H. J. Heinz Co. of Canada, Ltd., has Its main plant at 
Leamington, Ontario, Canada. Other foreign plants are located In 
England, Australia, and Spain. 

The Company maintains 48 distributing warehouses, 21 subware¬ 
houses and 103 district sales offices In principal cities throughout 
the United States. Subsidiaries have warehouses In Important 
centers In Canada, the British Isles and Australia. 

EMPLOYEES 

Heinz employs more workers outside the United States than In 
this country. As of May 2, 1956, the Company reported 8,000 workers 
In the United States and 8,300 In foreign countries.

Of the 12 known processing plants of the H. J. Heinz Co., 
two are known to be organized by Teamster local unions; seven 
by other unions, and no Information Is available on the remain¬ 
ing three plants. (Table 1) 

Of the seven non-IBT organized plants, five are represented 
by the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and one each by the Retail, 
Wholesale and Department Store Employees and United Packinghouse 
Workers. (Table 2) 

Among the Company's several hundred or more receiving 
stations, salting houses, pea vlners, distributing warehouses 
and subwarehouaes, and district sales offices. Teamsters local 
unions have bargaining rights in 46, as follows: Central 
Conference - 21; Eastern Conference - 14; Western Conference - 9; 
and Southern Conference - 2. (Table 3)
